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Freakish Storm Sunday 
Morning Causes Heavy 
Damage In So. Alabama 


MONTGOMERY, Jan, 15,— 
Southern Alabama counted at least 
six dead, a dozen or more serious- 
ly injured, and surveyed great 
property damage today in the 
wake of freakish storms which 
broke yesterday ahead of usual 
spring blows, 

Three were killed by a twister 
that cut an eight-mile swath in 
Monroe County, and three others 
by an erratic, dip-and-rise storm 
in the Mt. Meigs section near 
Montgomery, while thounderous 
electrical disturbances accompa- 
nied by torrential rains were ex- 
perienced over a wide area, 

All of those killed and most of 
the injured were negroes, At Mt. 
Meigs, Mrs. George B®. Dozier, 58, 
was severely but not critically hurt 
as her home was unroofed and 
practically demolished. 


Two deaths occurred at Beatrice 
and a third at Riley’s Crossing in 
Monroe County, about 80 miles 
from here, Six or eight others 
were reported seriously injured and 
about 15 homes were destroyed, 

Red Cross field workers visited 
the devastated areas and asked na- 
tional headquarters in Washing- 
ton for immediate aid. 

The storms followed a sultry 
night. The Montgomery weather 
bureau reported a wind velocity of 
24 miles per hour, but the munici- 
pal airport, four miles away and 
between Montgomery and Mt. 
Meigs, recorded a maximum veloc- 
ity of 50. 

There were heavy rains in most 
South Alabama sections, and Sher- 
iff U. G. Watford of Houston 
County reported severe road dam- 
age during downpours that follow- 
ed the biggest electrical disturb- 
ance he could recall, 

H. M. Brock, Beatrice, Ala., high 
school principal and a local Red 
Cross representative, said the 
Monroe County storm, roaring in 
from the southwest, cut a path 
about 8 miles long. Several old 
homes that had become landmarks 
in the area were demolished. 

Many head of livestock were re- 
ported killed, and much valuable 
timber was destroyed. Fountain, 
Beatrice,, Riley’s Crossing, Scot- 
land and Indian Springs communi- 
ties were hit. Beatrice Vines, Na- 
tional Red Cross field representa- 
live for South Alabama, left here 
to make an official survey. 

The Monroe County dead had 
not been identified. The Mt, Meigs 
victims were listed as Dan Tolli- 
ver and his wife, Cora, and An- 
drew Hendricks, all about 50. Six 
were in Montgomery hospitals but 
were expected to recover, whic 
several others were treated by phy- 
sicians at the homes of neighbors. 

Brock said the Monroe County 
storm struck about 3:30 a.m., 
while George A, Dozier, son of one 
of the Mt. Meigs victims, placed 
the time of the twister at 4:45 
a.m, The younger Dozier’s home, 
about 200 feet from his mother’s, 
was damaged but he and his fam- 
ily escaped injury. 

The Montgomery County torna- 
do cut a narrow path three to four 
miles long, leaving evidence of 


“bouncing.” Demolished houses 
and twisted forest lands alternat- 
ed with sections apparently un- 
touched, Dozier said the storm 
sounded like “a fast train going 
over a@ trestle," and a negro liken- 
ed it to a lion's roar, 

Katie Bimbo, negro servant of 
the Doziers, suffered a broken hip 
and she and her two children were 
hurtled 100 yards into a woods, 
where one of the children lodged 
in a tree, suffering slight injuries, 
Their home was swept complete- 
ly away. 

Woodlands in the path of the 
storm appeared to have been bom- 
barded with heavy artillery. Rem- 
nants of bed clothing and house- 
hold furnishings decorated broken 
trees, Large pines were broken in 
two, their tops carried away and 
lower limbs left as stubs, Fruit 
trees were levelled. Disconsolate 
negroes, thankful their lives were 
faved, surveyed homes damaged 
beyond repair.

County on March 2, 1854, but had 
made her home in Coffee for a 
long period of years. Her hus- 
band, the late C. L. Marler, was 
one of that section's most promi- 
nent citizens and farmers. 

Surviving are one daughter, 
Mrs, Ada King, and one son, A. J. 
Marler, Funeral services were held 
at Beaver Dam Church Tuesday 
morning at eleven o'clock with El- 
der Jim Richards officiating. In- 
terment was in the church ceme- 
tery.

Kendrick, Fountain Lee, Joe Jack-

DR. WEIDNER TO EXAMINED 
BASKBET BALL PLAYERS 


The Coffee County Junior High 
School basket ball tournament will 
bring together young athletes of 
the county for two days of hard- 
fought games. Only athletes who 
are in good condition of health can 
stand the prolonged strain of tour- 
nament competition on a winning 
team, The younger the athlete 
the more important it is that his 
future health be protected by a 
physical examination before enter- 
ing upon tournament play. 

The Coffee County Health De- 
partment is making an effort to 
examine all Junior High School 
basket ball players, Schools to 
be visited are Victoria, Mt, Pleas- 
ant, New Hope, Kinston, Fairview, 
Zion Chapel, Elba and New Brock- 
ton, 

The physical examination before 
prolonged exertion is needed to 
protect the heart from damage. 
Many supervised young athletes do 
themselves permanent damage by 
over-exertion and, having burned 
themselves out in high school, are 
not only unable to continue their 
athletic careers in later life, but 
aiso may suffer permanently from 
ft weakened heart, 

The influenza, which has been 
#0 wide-spread, makes it especial- 
ly important that these boys be 
examined, Influenza tends to 
weaken the heart muscle and pro- 
longed rest is needed following a 
severe attack, The weakness and 
nervousness that follows recovery 
from the acute symptoms of “flu’’ 
indicate the need for vest—with- 
out which prolonged damage may 
result, 

Coaches are urged to protect 
their athletes by watching for evi- 
dence of over-fatigue, especially in 
those who have had any kind of 
recent illness,

A NEW STANDARD OF 
IREATNESS 
LESSON TEXT—Matthew 20:17-28, 


GOLDEN TEXT—While we were yet 
tinners, Christ died for us.—Romans 5:8, 


The nations of the earth and their 
leaders are engaged In a struggle 
to determine which land and which 
leader is to be the greatest, They 
may attempt to conceal their real 
motive under a cloak of high-mind- 
ed and well-sounding objectives, but 
essentially the reason for their 
struggle {s the desire to be great. 
To them greatness means size, 
ttrength, wealth, and position. It 
means that also to the average man 
on the street. What a pity it is that 
such {fs the case and that such a 
vicious and erroneous philosophy of 
life has been permitted to make its 
way even into the Church, 


The world's ideas of greatness are 
entirely opposite to God’s standards. 
God's people ought to learn what 
His {deals of life are and to live in 
accordance with them even in an 
unbelleving world. Both they and 
the world would be astonished at the 
result. 


I, Dying for Others (vy. 17-19). 

With surprising clarity and de- 
tail the Lord Jesus once more re- 
vealed to His disciples that He was 
on His way to Jerusalem to die and 
to arise again, It is well worth- 
while to note that apart from divine 
foreknowledge and inspiration it 
would have been utterly Impossible 
for Him to give these facts in such 
exact detail, 


The point we wish to stress 1s 
that the Son of God was steadfastly 
approaching the death of Calvary. 
He had no desire to live for self, 
to gratify His own wishes, to prolong 
His life, or to improve His position 
{n the world. He had come to do 
but one thing, the will of God, even 
to the shameful death of the cross, 
there to bear your sins and mine. 
Let us give ourselves in loyal de- 
votion to our dying and risen Lord. 


Ii. Living for Self (vv. 20-24). 

Were it not written for us to read, 
we could hardly believe that the 
two disciples, James and John, who 
were so very near to our Lord, and 
their mother, who was a woman of 
earnest faith and sacrificial service 
to God, would be guilty of such an 
expression of selfishness, especially 
in that sacred hour when He had 
spoken of His approaching death. 
Disregarding what Jesus had said 
about His sufferings, they apparent- 
ly could think only of His coming 
glory, and in thinking of that they 
could only covet for themselves the 
chief places, What a strange mix- 
ture of faith in Christ and an over- 
whelming desire for self-glory! 


Perchance some of us have served 
Christ with a selfish desire for per- 
sonal glory and position putting it- 
self forward to influence our think- 
ing and acting. Perhaps we do not 
see it in ourselves, but are like the 
othendisciples who, seeing this hate- 
ful thing In John and James, were 
repelled by it, even as we despise it 
in others. It may be that the dis- 
ciples were only angry because they 
had not thought to make the request 
for themselves. 


Ill, Finding True Greatness (vy, 
25-28). 

‘Rulers,’ ‘‘greatness,"’ “exercise 
authority’’ — how modern these 
words from verse 25 sound! They 
epitomize the ambitions of the great 
majority of mankind today. Few 
indeed are those in the world who 
see the way to true greatness as 
that of the lowly Jesus. In every in- 
stance where they do rightly ap- 
prehend and live out this truth, one 
is satisfied that somewhere in their 
experience they have come to know 
His principles of life even though 
they do not know Him. Only in Him 
is such an attitude toward life to 
be found, 

To be great one Is to serve in the 
spirit of humility and self-sacrifice. 
This is the command of Christ. Even 
in the Church there are not too many 
who have heeded that word. If 
there were more of this spirit we 
would have less church quarrels, 
for essentially they root back to the 
desire for greatness, We may not 
admit that fact, but {t is none the 
less true. 

One wonders how great some of 
the pillars of the Church would look 
measured against the standard of 
verses 26 to 28. One wonders too 
how many of the humble workers of 
the Church realize their true great- 
ness. Such greatness of heart is 
great simply because it does not so 
regard itself.

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HOME ORCHARD 
HINTS 


By W, L. WALSH 


GOOD FRUIT 


Do you like good, juicy peaches? 
Hvidently many do not cares for 
fruit, judging from the number of 
fruit trees on the farms and the 
little care and attention they get. 
The 1935 agricultural census re- 
ports less than three peach trees 
per farm in Coffee County, 

Ixperts tell us that good fruit 
‘Ss necessary and essential for a 
well-balanced diet. Many of us 
had rather buy fruit than raise it 
upparently, since we take so little 
interest in our orchards, 

This is one year when the farm- 
er needs to cut down on expense 
everywhere that it is possible. A 
supply of good home raised fruit 
will help to cut down on buying 
certain commodities and we can 


have plenty of good fruit with little 

expense and work, 
A good young orchard can be 
set out at a cost of $2.50 to $5.00

PRUNE AND SPRAY 


It is now time to prune and 
Spray the fruit trees in the home 
orchard, Cut off all water sprouts, 
dead limbs and cut back part of 
the surplus growth of all new 
limbs, 

The San Jose scale is the cause 
for a large per centage of peach 
tree deaths in Coffee County. Many 
young trees as well as old ones 
die each year because of the scale. 
The scale insect works under the 


|bark of the tree and very soon 


the limbs begin to die. 

Spray with oil emulsion during 
January or as early as possible 
before the trees begin to put out 
in the spring for control of the 
scale. One gallon of oil emulsion 
should be mixed with around 20 
gallons of water. This will spray 
a good size orchard, One quart 
of oil emulsion will make suffi- 
cient spray for most of the small 
orchards. The cost will run about 
20 cents per quart, so this spray- 
ing operation is not very expen- 
sive, It is much cheaper than 
buying new trees. 

Many of us just forget to do 
this spraying. May we wake up 
to the fact that our trees are be- 
ing killed every year and with 
little effort and expense we can 
keep them healthy and alive and 
they will produce abundant fruit 
in due season, The oil emulsion 
can be purchased from most any 
feed and seed store. 


FERTILIZE TREES 


It is a general practice to set 
out young trees and then forget 
about them, .They must be culti- 
vated and fertilized if good fruit 
is to be expected. Fertilizer from 
the chicken house put around the 
trees is very good. Any good 
grade of commercial fertilizer will 
help, Put fertilizer under the 
trees and scratch in the dirt as 
far out as the limbs of the trees 
extend, 

Let's resolve to take better care 
of our orchard during 1940. We 
need more and better fruit in 
Coffee County.

HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENT 

Announcement has just been 
made in Montgomery by State 
Highway Director Chris J. Sher- 
lock, that with all needed rights 
of way at last obtained work will 
begin within the next few days, 
on elimination of one of the most 
Gangerous hazards to motorists on 
Alabama’s entire highway system 

the present “switchback"’ and 
“hair-pin curve’ route followed by 
Us 8S. 31 (Montgomery - Birming- 
ham highway) up the North side 
of Shades Mountain on the out- 
skirts of Birmingham, 

This present tortuous, dangerous 
section of the principal motor traf- 
fic artery extending’ through the 
State from North to South is to 
be eliminated completely and per- 
manently by a relocation project. 
The relocated section, 2.3 miles in 
length cutting out the “hair-pin’ 
and “switchback” hazard will ex- 
tend from the last “hair-pin’ at 
the South end near the top of the 
mountain, northward to adjoin the 
present pavement near the Salter 
road, It will include in addition 
to a series of fills and cuts a mod- 
ern bridge over Shades Creek. The 
new roadway will provide four 
traffic lanes, the pavement extend- 
ing 20 feet on each side of a rais- 
ed dividing-strip ranging from 4 
to 6 feet in width. 

The undertaking, regarded as 
one of the outstanding improve- 
ments of the State Highway sys- 
tem in recent years, will be a WPA 
project financed on the basis of 73 
per cent of the cost to be paid by 
the Federal Government and 27 
per cent by the State. The bridge 
over Shades Creek will be erected 
by the State without WPA aid. 


DAVIS URGES FARMERS TO 
KEEP COMPLETE RECORDS 

AUBURN, Ala.—The first of the 
year is farm inventory time. 

An opening or beginning inven- 
tory is the first step in keeping a 
complete set of farm records, 

P, O. Davis, director, Alabama 
Extension Service, urges farmers 
to take advantage of this season 
of the year, when other farm work 
is not so pressing, to start these 
business-like practices, 

“An inventory is simply a list 
of all property owned—real es- 
tate, livestock, feed, fertilizers and 
other supplies—together with the 
value of each item,” he says. 
“Add to this list the amount of 
cash on hand or in the bank, the 
amount that others owe you, and 
deduct what you owe others, and 
you can atrive at your net worth 
at any time, Another inventory 
taken a year later will show the 
year’s financial progress. Proper- 
ty should be valued at what it 
would sell for on the farm,” 

Farm records should show all 
receipts and expenses, giving the 


date of transactions, quantity 
bought or sold, and amount of 
money involved. The cropping 
program and production by fields 
should be recorded each year. Also 
the production of livestock should 
be recorded both for young ani- 
mals and for products, such as 
milk, eggs, and wool, 

“It is a lot easier to see where 
we are going in agriculture when 
we keep farm reccrds,” the direc- 
tor states. ‘These records will 
show the farm family the value 
of feed and food that is raised 
on the farm.”

Executive Committee Met 
Thursday; Adopted Rules, 


Fixed Fees For Primaries 


The Coffee County Democratic 
Mixecutive Committee met in the 
court house at Mlba last Thursday 
morning, January 18, for the pur- 
pose of adopting rules and regula- 
tions for the democratic primary 
elections to be held this summer, 
The meeting was presided over by 
Chairman I’, M, Farris and the 
secretary's record shows that 
twenty-one beats in the county 
were represented, 

The committee adopted all rules 
and regulations previously adopted 
by the state committee, that is so 
far as they are applicable to the 
county offices, Below we are giv- 
ing a number of the rules for the 
information of Clipper readers, 

The committee Thursday fixed 
the fees that must be paid by all 
candidates entering the primaries 
in the county, These fees must 
he paid into the committee on or 
before March 1, 1940, and each and 
every candidate must also file with 
the chairman on or before that 
date the declaration of candidacy 
set out in the regulations below. 
Fees fixed are: 

For Probate Judge. 
Wor Circuit Clerk 
For Supt. of Ed....... a 
For Co, Commissioner, 


"In said Primary Wleetions there 
shall be nominated Demusratie 
Candidates for all State, wistriet, 
Circuit, Federal, County and Pre- 
cinct offices to be filled in the 
jeneral Wlection to be held in No- 
vember 1940, and there shall be 
elected in said Primary two flec- 
tors for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States, and two 
Alternate Bleetors, from the State 
At Large, and one Wlector and 
one Alternate BWlector from each 
Congressional District, and there 
sholl also be elected in said pri- 
mary a Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman and a Democratic Na- 
tional Committeewoman from the 
State of Alabama and in said Pri- 
mary Hlections there shall also be 
elected twenty-two Delegates and 
twenty-two alternate delegates to 
the Democratic National Conyen- 
tion which shall be held in 1940, 
four of said Delegates and four of

Blections and to support the nomi- 
nees of the Democratic Party 
therein, and that there shall be 
printed in plainly visible type at 
the top of each ballot prepared 
for said primary elections the fol 
lowing, to-wit:

No fee 
was assessed against candidates 
for these places, but all those de. 
siring to run must file the decla- 
ration with the committee, 

For the convenience of all can- 
didates who wish to enter any of 
the county races, the committee 
has had printed a supply of blanks 
containing the declaration of can- 
didacy called for in the regula- 
tions, This blank also contains a 
declaration to be filed with the 
Probate Judge which complies 
with the Corrupt Practie Act. All 
candidates may secure these blanks 
by calling on the secretary, R. C.

The 
blanks are free. Below are three 
or four of the main paragraphs in 
the rules and regulations: adopted 
last Thursday: 


“Urider the authority and sub-

State on Tuesday, June 4th, 1940. 

“Said Primary Elections shali 
be held and conducted in all re- 
spects in accordance with the Pri- 
mary Election Law of Alabama as 
hereinabove referred to. 


“T believe in the principles of 
the Democratic Party and agree 
and bind myself by participating 
in this primary to abide by the re- 
sult of this primary election and 
to support the nominees of the 
Democratic Party herein.’ 

“The following persons, and 
none others, shall be eligible to be 
candidates for nomination or elec- 
tion in said Primary Elections,

ent ticket or the ticket of any 
party or group, other than the 
Democratic Party, or for anyone 
other than the nominees of the 
Democratic Party, or any ticket 
other than the Democratic ticket, 
in the General Election held in 
November, 1938, or openly and 
Publicly opposed the election of 
the nominees of the Democratic 
Party, or any of them, in the Gen- 
eral Election held in November, 
1938.

HEALTH OF FIOKR WARNS v 
OF DANGERS OF MEASLES C 


Measles cases have been report- 
ed during the past weel: from wide- Gets Good Sta 
ly separated areas of Cotfee Coun- 
ty. Most cases are in the Good- 
man school district, but others M, k F. l 
have been reported from Blba and a € Oorma 
from the district between Victoria 
and Elba, In all, physicians have 
reported 24 cases, but there are 
many more being cared for in 
homes where no physician has 
been called, 

For school children measles is 
usually an uncomfortable experi- 
ence with little danger to life, 
for younger children the danger 
of complications such as ear ab- 
Heesses and pneumonia is greater, 
The pneumonia that follows 
measles is not an uncommon cause 
of death of young children and of 
adults, 

If the mother has had measles 
the child is born with protection 
that lasts about six months, The 
age of preatest danger is from 
six months to three years and chil- 
dren of this age should be pro- 
tected from exposure if possible, 
There may be some logic in ex- 
posing older children, but it is 
very unwise to needlessly expose 
children under five years of age 
and most dangerous in the case 
of children three years old and 
younger, 

If exposure has already taken 
place, three things can be done 
to make the case of less danger 
to the young child, 

First: Stop all further contact 
with all persons, even members of
